with cheers. In repeating the phraso 
from his prepared speech, the sena- 
tor said:

In the majority 
of these cases 


criminal proceedings can be avoided 
by co-operation with 
the 
Humane 


Society which is vested with police 
powers in addition to its functions 
of social service. 


The Huumane Society was organ- 


ized to presecute 
cases 
of 
cruel 


treatment of children and animals 
and to work for the prevention of 
such cruelty. The society has broad- 
ened the scope of its work until, as 
in Cleveland, its activities include a 
program of social betterment under 
the direction of trained social work- 
ers.

The plan in brief is as follows: 


Public Welfare BureaucmfwysfluW 


1. That the two societies form a 


Public Welfare Bureau of 
Licking 


County, to include the membership 
of both societies. 


2. The purpose of such Bureau 


shall be to acquire 
and 
preserve 


records of Welfare work and condi- 
tions within the County and to en- 
gage in such activities as are com- 
mon to the agencies which join the 
Bureau. 


3. The management of the 
Bu- 


reau shall be vested In the Board of 
Directors which shall (for the pres- 
ent) consist of the Boards of 
the 


societies which form the 
Bureau. 


This will require a President and a 
General Secretary—the latter to be 
superintendent and director 
of the 


activities of the (Bureau, who shall 
also be a general officer of both so- 
cieties. 


4. The office expenses of operat- 


ing this Bureau shall toe shared by 
the 
participating 
societies. 
Such 


expense—for the present—will 
not 


Include the salary of the Superinten- 
dent. 


The plan gives promise- of economy 


and efficiency and it is hoped that It 
will receive the support of the en- 
tire community.

which spends more money than it re- 
ceives is in bad hands; one that 
spends more 
than its predecessor, 


when promising economy, is 
dis- 


honest. 


Considerably more than a year has 


elapsed since the state 
legislature 


passed a law authorizing the erection 
of. a million-dollar office building for 
the state. The building was to be 
erected, with funds derived as inter- 
est on the surplus in the state treas- 
ury. 
Governor Willis appointed a 


building commission, having first ap- 
proved the bill, and in turn the com- 
mission employed a secretary 
and 


fixed his salary. To date not a brie* 
has been laid, not even the site has 
been selected. The state is still pay- 
ing out rentals to owners of private 
buildings. One such owner now has 
a leasehold calling for a neat sum. 
yearly and not a foot of space is oc- 
cupied. 


It is unnecessary to recall what 


everyone knows, but that the pres- 
ent attempt to fool the people may 
be known, the old fraud is referred 
to. 
There was a huge surplus in- 


stead of the deficit Willis as a candi- 
date charged. 
The need for an of- 


fice building for the offices he con- 
demned as unnecessary was found to 
be real, and when on May 12, 1915, 
he signed the office building bill, he 
officially admitted, the falsity of his 
loud campaign claims. 


Now the building is being delayed. 


It will not be undertaken until after 
the annual auditor's report has been. 
made. The reason for this is in the 
fact that Governor Willis, for the 
first time in many years, has made 
It necessary for the state to spend 
more money than it receives. 
The 


present administration 
will 
exceed 


the cost of its predecessor by more 
than three million dollars, and the 
preceding administration, 
following 


good business principles, staid with- 
in its income. 
Money to be expend- 


ed but not expended counts on the 
cash 
balance, dwindling, but 
still 


sizable. 
Governor Willis does not 


want to face in fact what in falsity 
he charged against 
his predessor, 


namely, a treasury deficit. 
So the 


f building money is 
being held, the 


road tax receipts are being held, and 
other funds are being held. The au- 
tomobile tag receipts, pledged for 
repair, are unappropriated. But the 
people should not be fooled in the 
least. 
The Willis legislature was 


made to appropriate all 
balances.

Mon- 
roe, Grant and Taft had been 
secretary of war.

OH its statute books since its birth. 
In formal national contests in tho 
last two decades our party came as a 
prophet. Today wo come with deeds, 
not words; with 
performance, not 


promise. The Democratic party has 
kept its word 
with 
the American 


people. 
We have made good." 


The chairman reviewed at length 


the legislative record of the admin- 
istration and eulogized the president 
for his direction of foreign affairs. 
The Democrats, he said, had enacted 
a tariff law under which monopolies 
were curbed and unexampled pros- 
perity attained; a banking law tak- 
ing the money control out 
of 
the 


hands of an oligarchy and making 
panics no longer possible; and many 
reform measures of lesser Import- 
ance. 


He declared 
President Wilson's 


Mexican policy and his course in pro- 
tecting American rights against the 
encroachments of European bellig- 
erents had shown all the world that 
the president "neither 
bullies 
the 


weak nor fears the strong." 


In a concluding appeal for the 


triumph of patriotism above politics, 
Senator James said the renomina- 
tion of such a president in partisan 
convention ought not to be necessary, 
and that to discredit 
him 
might 


palsy the hand that could write the 
peace treaty of the world. 


At the outset the senator referred 


briefly to President Wilson's cam- 
paign against lobbying in congress 
and pointed out that under this ad- 
ministration the 
constitution 
had 


been amended for the first time since 
the Civil war when "we freed the 
senate from the control of the great 
interests by making it elective by the 
people at the polls." 
He then eulo- 


gized the Underwood-Simmons tar- 
iff act as one of which the party was 
justly proud. 


"Not a schedule in it fosters 
a 


monopoly,' he said. "Our Republi- 
au friends told us it would close the 
factories, fill the streets with 
idle 


men. produce a panic, create soup- 
houses, and distress 
would 
reign 


everywhere; 
but we rejoice 
today 


o point to an unexampled prosperity 
n the nation with labor more gen- 
erally employed, at 
higher 
rates, 


shorter hours, and better conditions 
:han ever before. 
Our 
Republican 


friends tell us that after the war is 
over poor, stricken, prostrate, torn, 
bleeding Europe will take our home 
market from us. 
I have no such 


ear. 
America is going to take the 


markets of the world. But we shall 
•ut from them the last hope of hav- 
ng even a false issue, for we shall 
>ass a bill creating a tariff board to 
lather the facts created by new war 
conditions." 


Declaring that "self defense and 


preparedness fo rit is as necessary 
low as ever before," the 
speaker 


jointed to the administration's pre- 
laredness program as a proof that 
the party believed in "preparedness 
without militarism." 


"In 1006," he 
continued, "I at- 


;ended the great peace 
conference 


leld in London. I thought that the 
millenium of peace had come and 
such a thing as the world's war was 
mpossible; but that day when the 
"hristian heart shall rule the world 
t not in sight. We must not mis- 
ake dishonor for peace, as we can- 
lot mistake oppression for 
peace. 


Woodrow Wilson and the Democratic 
party advocate a nar mybig enough 
o make aggressors think the second 
;ime before they strike a blow. De- 
mocracy wants an army and a. navy 
n keeping with the dignity, preser- 
vation, an dworth of this great re- 
public. 
We do not want a foot of 


anybody else's soil, and, by the eter- 
nal God, they shall not take a foot 
of ours. 


"During this administration 
we 


have done more to build up an army 
and navy in three years than the Re- 
lublican party did in forty years of 
is existence. 
More has been done 


:o give the American people a navy 
and army in three months than Col- 
onel Roosevelt and Mr. Taft did in 
eleven years." 


Senator James spoke of the Re- 


publican platform declaration for "a 
continuous policy of 
national 
de- 


fense," declaring that only two pro- 
positions for a continuous policy ever 
:iad been made in American history, 
one. by the general board of the navy 
in 1903, which was pigeon-holed by 
a Republican secretary of the navy, 
and the other by President Wilson 
in his address to congress last De- 
cember. 


'But what happened when 
this 


matter was under consideration 
in 


the naval affairs committee of 
the 


liouse," 
continued 
the 
senator. 


"Every Republican member on 
the 


committee decided to 
oppose 
the 


president's 'continuous program' and 
would vote for no program longer 
than one year. 
After sixteen years 


of failure, even to 
let 
the public 


know of the 'continuous policy' pro- 
posed by naval experts, much less to 
carry out such a policy, and after the 
Republicans on the house naval af- 
fairs committee, in June, 1916, unan- 
imously opposed the president's pol- 
icy, 
they now say they favor the 


'continuous policy.'" 


The Republican plank, declaring 


for "an effective 
system 
of rural 


credits as opposed to the ineffective 
law proposed by the present Demo- 
cratic administration," was assailed 
by Senator James, who declared that 
almost every 
Republican 
in 
the 


house and senate had voted for the 
administration's rural credit bill, and 
that none had charged that it was In- 
effective or had proposed a substi- 
tute. 


The senator also replied to Repub- 


lican criticism of 
the 
administra- 


tion's shipping bill which, he declar- 
ed would have 
given 
the 
United 
States an adequate merchant marine 
by now had it not been killed at. the 
last session of congress by a Repub- 
lican filibuster. 
"For the first time in the history 


of our country," said Senator James, 
after reviewing briefly Democratic 
legislation, which he declared had 
made prosperity poulble, "the TTnlwd 


We are more prosperous than ever, 
and mills which have not turned a 
spindle for years are now busy. All 
the laborers of the United States are 
employed as never before. 
With the 


world-war raging, our country IH the 
neutral one that Is not in distress and 
the only one that baa not declared a 
moratorium. 
Every demand of the 


stress of wnr, the Democratic party 
has met quickly. We have freed bus- 
iness from the blackmail of the pol- 
itician as we have emancipated it 
from the clutch of monopoly." 


The senator likened President Wil- 


son's Mexican policy to that of Lin- 
coln, and quoted from a declaration 
of the latter to show that he had de- 
clined to intervene when conditions 
were much the same as now. 
"It is a perfectly easy thing," he 


continued, "for the president of the 
United States to plunge his country 
into war if he is a politician before 
he is a patriot. He would seek his 
own re-election as 
he came 
upon 


horseback up the bloody highway of 
contending armies. 
Of course our 


army could invade Mexico and march 
in triumph to its capital, but after 
the war was over other armies would 
march—an army of widows and or- 
phans ,an army of cripples and men 
broken in health, an army of pen- 
sioners, and an army of tax collec- 
tors gathering up the earnings of the 
people to pay the great war debt." 


The president had acted quickly, 


the senator said, when there was an 
invasion of American territory, and 
the punitive expedition 
now 
was 


doing all that this country could do 
with honor in Mexico. 


"No president during the life of 


this republic," said the senator, "has 
ever had to deal with so many deli- 
cate and dangerous 
problems 
as 


those which have confronted Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
With more than half 


of the world in arms in Europe, with 
Mexico in revolution at our border, 
these difficult and complicating prob- 
lems have confronted him almost 
daily, and he has handled them as 
becomes a patriot and a statesman. 
When the Lusitania was sunk the 
president of the United States at that 
time, today 500,000 brave American 
sons would be contending around the 
forts of Verdun in this mighty mael- 
militant voice of Theodore Roosevelt 
cried for war .and if he had been 
strom of blood—thousands 
would 


have been buried in ditches. 
Our 


president 
.patient, 
patriotic, far- 


sighted, the real statesman, handled 
this question with the greatest abil- 
ity, 
and won for America its great- 


est diplomatic victory. 
There are 


happily two kinds of 
courage, the 


courage of the man who is willing 
to undertake the clangers himself 
and the courage of the 
man 
that 


sends others to the conflict. 
Wood- 


row Wilson has both kinds of cour- 
age—the courage of conflict ami the 
courage to act coolly and sensibly 
when he is dealing with the lives 
of others—the fate of a nation. 
"Four years ago 
we 
snceringly 


ailed Woodrow Wilson the school 
teacher. 
Today he 
is 
the 
world 


teacher. 
His subject is the protec- 


tion of American life and American 
rights under international law. And 
without orphaning a •single American 
child, without widowing a 
single 


American mother, without firing a 
single gun. he wrung from the most 
militant spirit that 
ever 
brooded 


above a battlefield, an acknowledge- 
ment of American rights 
and 
an 


agreement to American demands. He 
lias elevated himself to that lofty 
hut lovely eminence, 
occupied 
by 


George Washington, 
Abraham Lin- 


coln, and Woodrow Wilson, the three 
worst abused and best loved Amer- 
icans the republic ever grew."
